INDIAN AIR FORCE ACT (AMENDMENT ) RULES , 1968 
$ .R . O . 296 .- In exercise of the powers conferred by section 189 of the Air Force 
Act, 1950 (45 of 1950 ) , the Contral Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Indian Air Force Act Rules as continued in force under 
rule 13 of the Al Force Act Rules , 1950 , namely : 

1 . These rules may be called the Indian Air Force Act (Amendment ) Rules, 1969 . 

2 . In the Indian Air Force Act Rules, after rule 112 , the following rule sball 
be inserted , namely 
" 112 - A . Copy of proceedings not to be given in certain caseg . - Notwithstand 

Ing anything contained in rule 112 , 1f the Central Government certifies 
that it is against the Interest or the security of the State or friendly 
relations with foreign states to supply a copy of the proceedings or 
any part thereot under the said rule , he shall not be furnished such 

Copy : 
Provided that if the Central Government is satisfied that the person 

demanding the copy is desirous of submitting a petition in accordance 
with the Act or instituting any action in a court of law in relation to 
a finding or sentence it shall permit inspection of the proceedings 
by such person or his legal adviser, if any, on the following 

conditions, namely : - - 
( a ) The inspection shall be made at such times and guch places as the 

Central Government or any authority authorised by it may direct ; 

and 
(b ) The person allowed to inspect the proceedings shall, before such 

Inspection , furnish 
(l ) an undertaking , in writing , that he shall not make copies of the 

proceedings or any part thereof and that the information or 
documents contained in such proceedings shall not be used by 
him , for any purpose whatsoever other than for the purpose 
ot submitting a petition in accordance with the Act or institut 
ing any action in a court of law in relation to the said inding 

and sentence ; and 
( 11) a certincate that bo is aware that he may rander himselt lable 

to prosecution under sections 3 and 3 of the Indian Onclal 
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Secrets Act, 1923 ( 19 of 1923 ), if he commits any act specified 
in the said sections in relation to the documents or information 
contained in the said proceedings ,"

Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II ) Rules , 1951, which the
